Putrifaction, is the mean to Generation ; to 
which may be united Exaltation, in that things 
are exalted to an higher degree, by evapora- 
ting the impure humors, and congregating the 
pure parts. 

Reéfification, is a reiterated Diftillation, in 
order to a higher degree of perfection. 

Coagulation, is a Congealing of Moifture. 

Cobobation, is a repeated Diftillation , by 
which the Liquors diftil'd off are poured upon 
the Body of Feces,and diftill'd again, by which 

‘many fulphurous Bodies are often made fa- 
‘Tine. 

Now thefe are the 12 various Degrees of 
Operation which really are neceflary to be 
known, as an Introduction to the Spagiick 
Art, the Office of which will be fhewn more 
at large in the fucceeding Ghapters, therefore 
we fhall pafs by ic here, and come to treat of 
the Nature and Office of Vinor Spirits in the next 
Chapter.

CHAP. IL 


In which we fhall first treat of Vinor Spi- 
rits, and their Ofice in the Extradion 
of Tintiures, and fome other Spagirick 
Preparations. 


N this Chapter we fhall treat concerning 

Vinor Spirits, which indeed ‘are the molt 
principal of the two general Claes, {c. Viner 
and Urinous; for that the Vinor Spirits do re- 
prefent to us the Nature of the Calsdum inna- 
tum, or the enriched Sulphur manifefted in a 
Spiritual Form, as the Oilsdo in a more pon- 
derous one, becaufe by Fermentation the {pi- 
rituality is feparated from the faline, corporeal 
and aqueous parts, which would be very hard 
to be performed, was it not by the adion 
of Fermentation ; for which reafon we fhall 
now proceed to defcribe the Nature and Office 
thereof. | 

We therefore fay ,- that even common Fer- 
mentation is a wonderful and mylterious Ope- 
ration, for ripe Bodies are not only again 
made {piritual, but Spirits alfo are by it fix’d 
and made corporeal, therefore we fhall want 
words fully to illuftrate this Dod@trine, as it 
might be handled both in its natural and arti- 
ficial Office : We fhail therefore define ie thus,

is plainly manifeit by the Adechanick Demoun- 
ffrations the learned: Cartes and his Difciples 
give thereof, which we fhall briefly touch at 
and pafs on to its Office, beginning firft, with 
the Artificial, and fecondly touching at the 
Natural.
